With the addition of 
4,244 men in the last week reported, 
the present total is 278,040, or 3,705 
more than the previous high point. 
This is 73,613 more than were work- 
ing in about the same plants a year 
ago.

Fewer Jobless 

Unemployment has been cut about 
in half from the figures of six 
months ago and is estimated to 
stand at about 15,000. The authori- 
ties say that fully two-thirds of the

men do not want to work steadily. 
There is a present shortage of ma- 
chinists, finishers and polishers and 
a good demand for robust common 
laborers.

A recommended new valuation of the state of Mich- 
igan places the figure at $8,209,120,000.

ELIEF in the matter of freight rates on iron and steel, 

benefiting Detroit consumers, has been recommended 

to the Interstate Commerce Commission. Examiners for the 

commission have been holding hearings on this ever since 

March, 1927, and their findings are that Michigan’s indus- 
tries are being handicapped by existing rates. 

Detroit alone uses more than 3,000,000 tons of iron and 
steel annually, principally in the automotive industry. The 
proposed reduction in rates, averaging between 60 cents and 
70 cents a ton, if and when effective would save Detroit 
users close to $2,000,000 a year. Illinois and Indiana, it has 
been shown, benefit by a lower level of freight rates from 
the Pennsylvania mills than is now allowed to Michigan. 
Recommendations are for a reduction of 3 cents per cwt. 
from Pittsburgh to Detroit, 4 cents from Cleveland and 214 
cents from Chicago. 

Representatives of the automotive industry have been 
active in preparing data and attending meetings of the 
examiners.

Brazil occupied second and third 
positions of importance. 
During the first six months of 


1927 Sweden was unclassified among 
the leading markets for trucks but 
now occupies fourth place with a 
total of 4,655 units received from the 
United States Other countries 
showing substantial gains are Brit- 
ish India, Germany and Egypt. 

Exports of motorcycles were fair- 
ly well maintained, but declined 677 
units in number and $61,356 in value. 
Germany, Sweden and Canada were 
the leading markets of importance 
in this classification during the first 
half year, whereas Australia, which 
occupied first place during the same 
period of 1927, dropped to sixth po- 
sition this year 

With but three exceptions, 
namely, automobile service appli- 
ances, trailers and motorcycles, 
exports of automotive products in 
the various classifications were 
considerably above the valuation 
for first six months of last year. 

In shipments of motor trucks, @ 
noticeable increase has been reg- 
istered in the classification of from 
1 to 2'. tons capacity. Shipments 
of automobile engines for trucks 
and buses have kept pace with the 
increased truck shipments, as exX- 
ports in this classification show a 
gain of 3,634 units, and an increase 
valuation of $334,627 over the 1927 
figure
